Dr. Weaver’s address to the gradu­ 
ates was most eloquent and contain­ 
ed a message which undoubtedly will 
prove of great benefit to all who had 
the privilege of hearing it. In opening 
his address 
Dr. 
Weaver said: 
“I 
should like all of us to congratulate 
the members of this class. 
These 
young folks because they are young 
folks and can plan tomorrow better 
and in a larger way than the rest of 
us can plan. 
You young folks have 
much to do toward the birth of a bet­ 
ter day. 
We have more men of first 
class minds and unexcelled character 
in the public life of the nation now 
than ever before in the history of the 
country .” 
At this point in his ad­ 
dress he digressed from his subject 
to pay a glowing tribute to Congress­ 
man S. D. Fess, former head of An­ 
tioch, who was present at the 
com­ 
mencement exercises. 
Continuing his address Dr. Weaver 
said: ‘‘More great problems are piled 
up before the brain power of this na­ 
tion and other nations right now than 
at any other time in all history. You 
>oung people have the opportunity to 
demonstrate that the golden 
age of 
our race is not behind but before us ” 
“The forces of life are of body, in­ 
tellect and spirit. 
These three attri­ 
butes are what we need in answering 
the great question of what we shall 
do with our lives. 
You can not kefp 
these powers. You must use them ev­ 
ery day. 
You can not spend a day in 
this world without giving up some 
of these forces. 
We should invest 
these powers for the honor of God and 
the betterment of the world 
If we 
invest these powers carefully God will 
take care of the return.” 
Dr. Weaver also spoke of the world 
war just closed and declared that the 
United States had thrown her forces 
into the fray for the betterment of 
the world and not alone for the pur-* 


pose of defeating the kaiser.

return on the investments made on the 
battlefields of Fiance,” 
he 
said, 
“will be in the form 
of

world.” 
Speaking directly to the students 
who this year are completing their 
college work at Antioch, Dr. Weaveh 
admonished them as follows: “You 
make the investment of your forces 
and never mind the dividend.

LICE SPRAY 


The pink and green aphid or plant 
louse which did so much damage two 
seasons ago is now appearing in this 
locality in alarming lu m b e rs. 
It is 
attacking 
potatoes, 
tomatoes, 
and 
other garden crops. 
It \#TT bo found 
clustered on the 
under side of the 
leaves and along tho steins, the effects 
showing in the curling and drying up 
of the parts attacked. 
The best spray for the control 
of 
this insect is Black Leaf lh or other 
nicotine sulfate, which may 
be pur- 
purchased in seed stores. A teaspoon­ 
ful to a gallon of water is tho neces­ 
sary strength. 
Tho insects must act­ 
ually bo hit with the spray 
and 
the 
more pressure used the bettor, 
lf the 
aphids appear 
in 
considerable num­ 
bers it will be advisable to spray sev­ 
eral times at intervals of a week or 
IU days. 
Many of these 
insects 
may 
be 
washed oil the 
plants 
if 
a 
strong 
stream from

The wheat midge or red 
weevil is 
reappearing in wheat fields in locali­ 
ties where it was found in 1918.

This insect is a very 
small orange colored maggot 
which 
I is now found feeding on the develop- 
j ing kernels beneath the green

. glume. 
One larva will cause a shriv- 
i eled or peculiarly 
flattened 
kernel. 
I several feeding upon the same kernel 
j will destroy it. 
About-harvest time 
; many of them leave the 
heads 
and 
j bury themselves 
beneath 
the

i where they remain until the following 
j spring. 
Others remain in the heads 
j and appear in the threshed grain. The 
j insect is present in injurious numbers 
. only in certain localities and seems 
j to prefer wheat 
growing in low bot- 
; tom fields. 
In one field, 
of 300 ker­ 
nels examined by T. H. Parks of the 
Ohio College 
of 
Agriculture, l l pfer 
cent were found to have maggots at­ 
tached. 
There was usually but one 
larva to a kernel.
